Specification and Claims Objections 

Portions of the specification, Abstract and claims have been objected to for having 
grammatical or minor errors.

However, Applicant would like to point out that the specification has not been amended 
to reference Figures 4-6 as suggested in the Section 8, paragraph (g) of the Office Action.
